By certain experi- 
ments with the •particles of radium em- 
anations which have been captured, 
It Is believed that the decay becornee 
lead. At least, the properties of the 
Substance fornted. by the decayed ra- 
dium atoms are identical with "those 
of lead. 


Little Commercial Value. 


"As to whether radium ever will be 


of commercial va'ue, I cannot pre- 
dict. To me "it s*emjs to be a remote 
possibility, and it is not ,for the com- 
mercial end that scientists are striv- 
ing. 
Thfey are spending hours and 


their lives in. the mere study, of radium 
and In the attempt to learn mora of 
its properties, source and activity. Tet 
It to not Impossible that some use, 
eom$ time at least, of a medical na- 
ture, can be developed from radium. 
It has an energy producing power 
proportionately 1,000,000 times greater 
than burning coal. If It could be pro- 
duced economically, and in the right 
nature, for auch a use, radium might 
revolutionize the motive power of the 
world. It may1 be like the X-ray. 
When tts power was learned, merely 
by accident, the question asked was: 
'What good is It, now tttat you have 
it?' It wag not,a fortnight latter that 
a man came to my laboratory with a' 
bullet In his leg. X-ray» were ap*' 
plied and the bullet extracted through 
its ard. The X-ray and J,ts commercial 
uses are too old a'subject for me to 
go Into now. I mention it merely as 
being Indie-alive of the possibilities of 
radium when It Is one* controlled. Thl» 
WAS, perhaps, the first practical use to 
which X-ray* were put, and that bul- 
let IB now in the museum as the first 
to have been extracted from a body 
through the directing aid of an X-ray. 
1 "The study -of radium is in Its^ in- 
fancy. Scientists scarcely have- matfe 
an inroad upon its possibilities. What 
we do know .now is but the result of 
fortunate, guesses which 
afterward 


have been jitoved correct- and__ Jn^f**- 
pUtable. Many -painstaking and dis- 
heartening experiment* were neces- 
sary before we learned as much about 
jthls% new ..clement a« we do now. 
Frankly, I cannot see. at this time,

STATISTICIANS Connected 
with

Office of Good Roads, in Washington, have 
estimated the loss sustained by the Ameri- 
can people each year on account of bad 
roads. 
It runs high into the millions, how 


high we are unable to state. But the aver- 
age intelligent citizen does not need precise 
statistics on thib subject. He can see for 
hrmsetf. 
He has only to spend a half-day 


on almost any country road to realize the 
utter folly and wastefulness of the present 
system 
or lack ot system. 


On most of the country roads of Amer- 


ica it is about ail that a strong team can do 
to .pull an empty wagon in wet weather. 
On improved roads the same jeam could 
pull a heavy load. The actual cost to the 
farmer of getting his crop from the. farm 
to flie nearest shipping point 
usually a 


matter of only a few miles 
i§ often more 


than the freight charge from the shipping 
point to the market several hundred miles 
distant. 
The difference lies in the diffi- 


culty of transportation ovei bad roadi. 


Here in El Paso County the good roads 


question 5s especially vital. First, we mubt 
provide modern highways over \\hich our 
summer visitors can drive in perfecLeaie 
and comfort 
for don't forget that this
